Recent years have seen the development of an entirely new set of 
attitudes towards the once-neglected field of home lighting. On 
the one hand, today’s families are more light-conscious than ever 
before; on the other, lighting designers and manufacturers—with 
the homemaker’s convenience in mind-—are coming up with a number 
of fresh ideas on the subject.

ELECTRIC HEATING 


Apart from the heat pump. the most commonly used types of resi- 
dential electrical heating are resistance heating (either as a 
baseboard heater or as resistor wires imbedded in ceiling plas- 
ter). fan-driven wall-insert heaters, glass or metal radiant wall 
panels, and wall-mounted convection heaters. These systems can 
be used separately to supply the sole source of heat for a home, 
or they can be used in connection with another type of system 
to provide auxiliary heat. Here are some examples of these elee- 
tric heating systems, plus a heat bulb, which, since it doesn’t 


warm the air, functions only as a source of focused or spot heat.

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PLANTER’S PUNCH

n January. with a sizable section of the country in the clutch of win- 
ter, the first blush of spring seems far away indeed and the average 
young home gardener is content to nurse along a collection of house 

plants and indulge in that delightful midwinter pastime—a perusal of the 
colorful new -eed catalogues. When the inevitable time for spring planting 
does arrive. where will we put the seeds? Have we 
thing. too little of another?

dered too much of one 
taking advantage of 
can be a challenge to the most experi- 


enced of green thumbs, Remember that outdoor space is meant to be lived 
in: it demands the same kind of thoughtful planning we devote to interior 
space. To save time and tempers during the spring planting season, the 
wise gardener puts pencil to paper and formulates a design well in advance 
of the spring thaw. Since most plants need light and warmth, it’s best to 
select a spot that provides plenty of sunlight: for heavily shaded areas, 
consider ivies and the other hardy ground covers. Ger 


rally speaking, a 
level area is most conducive to the cultivation of healthy lawns, flower 
and vegetable beds: if your plot is deeply graded, try terracing to create 
a series of outdoor rooms at different levels. If the practicality of easy 
maintenance is your goal, plan to intersperse lawn and plant areas with 
brick or paved areas. Plan, too, with an eye to the future: planted this 
year near the terrace or patio, young trees will in time yield a rich harvest 
in shade. If this year's winter garden presents a bleak, skimpy view from 
indoors, it needn't: groups of evergreens can lend their emerald touch 
throughout the year. The first-time gardener will do well to order familiar 
flowers and shrubs: with experience, you can begin to experiment in the 
more exotic horticultural spheres. Above all, choose varieties suitable to 


your soil and climate, those that will make an effective pattern through 
variety of shape, height and color, and those that will blossom at different 
stages throughout the growing season. Remember, too, to devote a special 
section of your garden to the cultivation of cutting flowers—those you'll 
need for decorative purposes inside the house. Here, as a complement to an 
interior scheme, colors can take their cues from your home's color plan.

Db" the past year, over 1,000,000 
houses were built in the United 
States, and since World War II, approxi- 
mately 11,952,900. Like a school report card, 
they ranged in merit from excellent to fair 
to failing—a gamut so wide that there are 
still far too many people critical either of 
the design, the performance or the cost (or 
an incompatibility of all three) of their 
homes. There are many more, financially 
able to buy, who spend a goodly part of their 
time shopping the market, but never quite 
find the house that sufficiently sparks the 
desire to make them homeowners. And there 
are still others who are unable to secure 
financing for the kind of home they want, 
and who will not compromise for less. 


Since this three-way cri 


icism was one of 
the principal reasons for building twenty- 
three Electri-Living homes across the coun- 
try, the program was plotted to examine the 
factors in question and, if possible, make 
them compatible. Four months ago, we 
showed you these houses in plans and 
sketches together with an explanation of the 
reason and philosophy behind them. We also 
quoted a price range in the area in which it 
was estimated they could be built, and we 
promised to present them to you in their 
completed state landscaped, decorated, and 
ready for your evaluation. 

Some exceeded our price stipulation by a 
mile, largely because more square-foot area 
was involved than could possibly be incor- 


porated within the stipulated figure. All are 


built on choice—and consequently, expen- 


sive—property, and all are constructed and 
engineered as custom houses with no re- 
straint on quality materials. Although some 
frankly disregarded cost in the application 
of new systems and the installation of ad- 
vanced equipment, all attained a degree of 
comfort and efficiency that must be accepted 
as a yardstick for our evaluation of the home 
we want and the home we can afford. To 
be more specific: 

1. Design: Believing that the day of 
personal taste dictating or rejecting the de- 
sign of a home is here to stay, we in no way 
imposed our taste upon the architects chosen 
for the project. They were charged with but 
one obligation: that each house reflect its 
designer's interpretation of his particular re- 
gion’s requirements in taste, and none other. 
Today, however, design is affected su Con- 
cretely by the many elements involved in 
the kind of living-conditioning that makes 
life truly pleasant, that proportion and em- 
bellishment are no longer whimsical deci- 
sions. The architect must always design to 
certain fixed requirements, and when he is 
successful in doing so, we have a satisfactory 
marriage between aesthetics and engineer- 
ing. You will note the lack of any one pre- 
dominating architectural style. There are 
bows to both traditional and contemporary 
design, but neither has been favored nor 
made obligatory—an omen, certainly, of the 
growing insistence of the public upon the 
sovereignty of its personal taste. And, al- 
though each house is designed as a reason- 
able approach to the preferences of our time, 
there is inculcated in them enough forward 
thinking to keep them fresh and provocative 
for a long time to come. 

2. The utilization of property: When 
a major portion of a home’s value lies in the 
land it is built on, that land must be manipu- 
lated to pay dividends, and with most of 


these houses, it is. The manner of orientation 


and the 
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and the use of sheltering and enclosing de- 
vices are as important as any other element 
in their structures, and as scrupulously de- 
fined. Landscaping plays a major role in 
this integration of property into allover de- 
sign: in varying degrees, and as the individ- 
ual house demanded it, planting has been 
exploited for protective service, to provide 
privacy and to enhance outdoor living. The 
maturing of shrubs and trees is, of course, 
a drawnout process, but for almost all the 
houses, the groundwork is laid, and, in some 
instances, opulently. 

3. Bisocial planning: In each house 
(some to an extraordinary degree), there 
are two worlds adult and juvenile under 
one roof: segregated enough for individual 
privacy, dovetailed enough for mutual pleas- 
ure. For a young family with small children, 
this is certainly a pleasant prospect, but 
rarely do they realize that this is also an 
arrangement for the average family’s life 
cycle, Children grow up, and eventually and 
often, grandparents come to join the house- 
hold. When they do, it can be with equani- 
mity, because provision has been made from 
the beginning for the possibility of two 
modes of life in a single dwelling. 

1. The family room: This is the room 
that has come to be a must through the evo- 
lution of family patterns. Sacred to the fami- 
ly assembly, it may borrow space from the 
more ostentatious, formal living room—or 


even from the bedrooms—but it is under 


ably justified in doing so. Like a good char- 
acter actor, it has no difficulty in shifting 


easily from one role to another. It is close 


enough to the kitchen to serve for both in- 
formal and formal dining (a boon to the 
stickler for a separate dining room) and it 
is also a room for study and lounging. It is 
easily maintained, and tough enough to 
stand up under the astonishing onslaught of 


little hands and feet. In every house but one 


(and it solves the problem in its own way), 
there is a room designed to satisfy these de- 
mands. Also, this is usually the room where 
built-in hi-fi and television accomplish the 
feat of making the home both a concert hall 
and theater. In a locale where the public 
concert is a rarity, a continuous supply of 
good music at the touch of a dial is a joy, 
and television—whatever the trial of its 
growing pains—can be a great pleasure. We 
anticipate its maturity by setting the stage 
for it, properly and confidently. 

5. Heating and cooling: The heating 
and cooling of these homes is successful be- 
cause it represents the engineered interrela- 
tionship of site planning, floor planning, 
construction details, and the exacting auto- 
mation of mechanical equipment. The re- 
sulting climate-conditioning affects far more 
than thermal comfort, in that it creates a 
climatic environment that is as nearly dirt- 
free as possible, moisture-controlled, and 
conducive to good health and improved per- 
sonal appearance as well as a beneficent aid 
to the preservation and easy maintenance 
of a family’s household possessions. 


6. Electrical omation: Insofar as 


it is within human power to do so, the phy- 
sical exertion required to maintain a house- 
hold has been reduced to its nadir. The 
mechanics of heating, cooling, cleansing and 
all the hundred-and-one backbreakers of 
yesterday have been made to answer to two 
summoning agents: the button and the dial. 


In the event of a new kind of button or dial, 


there will be no question of a lack of struc- 
tural, mechanical or electrical capacity to 
accept them when required, 

7. The exploitation of the baths and 


kitchen: These rooms have progressed far 


beyond the familiar stereotypes we have ac- 
cepted for so long. The bath is not only a 
retreat for ablutions, but a kind of spa with 
all precautions taken for health and safety, 
and all the accouterment of a well-appointed 
dressing room. It has also borrowed just 
enough of the Hollywood concept of a 
Roman plunge to be extremely handsome.

here is nothing contrived or complicated in the planning of 

this Dallas house. It reflects a straightforward evaluation of 
family activities and needs plus a respectful acceptance of the fact 
that most of us live in proximity to our neighbors. Extending as 
close to property lines as codes will allow. the house presents as 
few windows as possible to the street or adjoining property. In an 
area where sunlight from the southwest is to be avoided. a generous 


overhang protects the windows that do exist on that exposure. 


The massing of brick along the bedroom wing and the parallelism 
of line give the impression of simplicity without monotony. The 
living-room wing projects separately, allowing a single-gabled roof 
line to integrate a covered entry with the chimney mass. In the 
glare of brilliant sun, the house appears impervious to the heat. 
expressive of its region. At night its well-lighted exterior gives it 
the illusion of standing importantly against the Texas landscape. 
The foyer is the compass for the interior plan: a door at left gives 
access to a bath-powder room located to serve either guests or 
occupants of the master bedroom. On the right is a wide entry to 
living and dining area; a sliding door permits immediate passage 


to family room and kitchen or full privacy for activity there. 


The expansive, paved patio (opposite) is effectively secluded and 
in turn provides privacy for the expanse of glass along the north side of 
the house. An overhead trellis connects family room and two-car garage. 
The latter, enclosed on three sides, will make an excellent rainy-day play 
area for the children. Turned as it is to face only the private driveway, 
the garage will reveal neither to house nor street the inevitable gear

he builder of the Indianapolis house has found that 

home-buyers in his region have very definite, very pre- 
cise requirements. First and foremost, they want perma- 
nence—the look and fact of stability. and secondly. space in- 
side their homes and around them. They want a separate 
laundry room next to, but not in, the kitchen. and they want 
a full basement. They strongly prefer a dining room used 
for that purpose alone, and if—as in this case—it is an ex- 
tension of the living room, they insist upon an articulate 
definition of the two areas.

The great advantage of the decorator working 
hand-in-hand with the architect and builder from 
the inception of the house (which happened in this 
instance) is manifest.

o= militant voices give the impression that prospective home 
buyers want nothing but a kind of storehouse for their posses- 
sions or something for their children to tear down. If this were true, 
it would be as deplorable as an architect designing a house only to 
look at. No one wants a dull house, and in southern California, espe- 
cially, the practical, romantic home is highly prized. That is why. 
before designing this house, the architect knew that he must incor- 
porate in it a series of factors that survey after survey had proved 
would be sought for by the future buyer. In short: 1. A separate 
entry or foyer; 2. a family room (but not a traditional dining room) 
big enough, good-looking enough to be used for semiformal enter- 
taining; 3. a dining area in or near the kitchen; 4. two bathrooms, 
one for children, the other, somewhat more elaborate, for adults (a 
tub in the children’s bath. a shower in the adults’); 5. a laundry 
apart from the kitchen (local housewives see no affinity between 
cooking and soiled clothes) ; 6. provision for the Californian creed of 
outdoor living, but not in a goldfish bowl (outdoor living is hardly a 
joy when the neighbors are part of it); 7. a two-car garage—not a 
carport; 8. a formal living room with no other function except that 
of being what the French call a place to be civilized; 9. a kitchen 
open in its plan, but not blatantly so; 10. a work area dedicated to 
sewing and handicrafts. Then, his list before him, the architect set to 
work—determined to interpret it as freshly as possible in as hand- 
some a setting as he could devise. The result is as much a comprehen- 
sive research in planning as it is in Electri-Living (here, in fact, they 
are one), and certainly a revolution in the social approach to family 
life. If it is particularly suited to southern California, it is because it 


is tailored to measure to local preference—practically, aesthetically. 
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To augment the home's 1.500 square feet with as much outdoor liv- 
ing space as can be achieved on a city lot (77 x 115), the entire plot 
was treated as living area: part of it is roofed and walled, part only 
walled, part only roofed.

Hillside home 


in Ohio 


NM Cleaveland. as far as we know. was an adventurous man. 


Hot from the American Revolution. he practiced law in his na- 
tive Connecticut until 1796. when suddenly he locked up his office and 
went tramping across the country to that tract of land known as the 
Western Reserve. There. at the mouth of the Cuyahoga River (limpid 
then. muddy now}. he established a settlement still known (if with but 
one “a”) by his name. The “settlement” is now a great, sprawling city 
full of extraordinary examples of the kind of houses that, when they 
were built, were called someone's folly, and now rest in peace as land- 
marks, So it seems logical that. in obbligato to these mementos, there 
should be a new kind of house in Cleveland with some of the adventur- 
ousness of old Moses about it, and this, certainly, is one of them. Al- 
though not quite so simple as it looks, it is, outwardly, at least. com- 
pletely unostentatious—a home of two stories which makes no effort to 
compete with nature, but is content to be a complement to its beautifully 
wooded hillside setting. This pleasant severity, moreover, is carried in- 
doors, where—with neither sacrifice of comfort nor the amenities of liv- 
ing—there is a refreshing absence of meaningless fussiness. Detail is 
good, but limited in application to the exigencies of a small home. Ar- 
ranged in a central, windowless block. the skylighted kitchen and baths 
permit a maximum exposure for the perimeter rooms—rooms that can 


be snug or open—-a wise observance of Cleveland's climatic vagaries. 


Seemly in a woodland house, the redwood exterior was left 
in its natural state to weather as it might: only the trim and brick 
foundation were painted—one white, the other pale gray. At the rear 
of the house (below), a baleony opening off the living room is 
hung among the foliage of the encircling trees—a vantage point 
for the superb view and a shelter for the paved terrace which runs

he average layman's glossary of houses with refer- 

ence to type or style would searcely be descriptive of 
the Electri-Living home in Oklahoma City. The architec- 
tural vocabulary of this house is inventiveness. Every 
element has been investigated to determine its funetion 
and how that function could be improved upon or height- 
ened for better value in cost, comfort, convenience and 
performance. Thus, a design pattern little less than spee- 
tacular has been evolved by re-engineering an age-old 
rafter-joist roof system to gain from the same materials 
(1) more effective, insulating air space, (2) more room 
for storage and the housing of mechanical elements, and 
(3) the additional aesthetic value of the distribution of 
reflected natural and artificial lighting. Dominating the 


immediate impression, the imposing roof structure has 


been engineered as a cantilevered shelter that hovers over 
the interior areas to form a protective canopy for the con- 
tinuous glass strip above the nonbearing masonry walls. 
No wonder this house cannot be categorized by any of the 
familiar terms or times; it is, by concept, not only an 
articulate expression of mid-twentieth-century shelter but 
an encouraging step towards the future. Witness to the 
fact: some ten thousand visitors on the opening day, who 
were concerned neither with the intricacies of engineering, 
the mystery of light nor the arts of architecture, said 


simply—but how expressively—‘“this is a good house.”

Recognition of the requirements of modern transportation 
and living habits is emphasized at entrance by a pedestrian- 


motor court, sereened from street by a pierced masonry wall

tates. Such seclusion and privacy are ac- 
complished by plan, rather than by extend- 
ing property lines (an important consider- 
ation with today’s high land costs).

and extends through the house from front entrance to private patio at rear 
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The more formal living room is screened from entry and family room by a storage 
cabinet (left) and the chimney wall that provides a fireplace for both rooms, Because the 


furniture has an important role in defining areas, the decorator has been meticulous in se- 


lecting pieces that are attractive from all angles and whose scale is in excellent proportion 
to the rooms. For a decorative vista, an architectural wallpaper is used on two walls 


ending at the dining area which opens onto the service counters of the adjoining kitchen 
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Family and home, 


here are certain houses which fit the entire 

function of living like a glove. that provide 
for every family activity so easily and natu- 
rally that living in them is a rewarding experience. 
This is such a house. Not especially large (1.463 
square feet), it was planned to let rooms borrow 
space (or conversely, maintain privacy) in a way 
that creates the impression of more space than 
actually exists. It is a highly mechanized house; 
however, the electrical devices and equipment are 
not mere surface accessories, but part of the basic, 
detailed structure. Above all, it is a home indige- 
nous to its region: Arkansas yellow pine and native 
ledge stone were used conspicuously. In Little Rock. 
outdoor living is permissible a great part of the 
year, a condition marred by the presence of in- 
sects in certain seasons.

here are some houses (too few. we might venture) that not 


only satisfy all conventi 


ial requirements for convenience, 
sociability and aesthetic pleasure, but go a step further and 
make provision for the eventuality of change in our daily liv- 
ing habits. The Electri-Living home in Monroe. New York, is 
such a house. Although almost startling in its simplicity. it 
is marked by the kind of sophisticated. unwhimsical imagination 


that makes it a dwelling indigenous to habit and a pattern of 


living rather than to any particular region. An extraordinary 
flexibility is achieved through the use of nonbearing. movable 
storage walls. The baths lie side by side on a wall opposite 
the kitchen plumbing. and theirs are the only fixed. interior 
walls in the structure: all the others can be wherever the 
family may want them. The lighting. too, is remarkably flexi- 
ble: there are no fixed overhead lights, inside or out—all 
devices are portable. Each storage wall is prewired to be 
an electrical center, including two kitchen storage walls— 
which can be moved to form an open or closed kitchen as the 
owner wishes. Although, at first inspection, this house may 
evade our sense of familiarity, once lived in, it could become 
so integral a part of a family pattern of living that fixed. par- 


titioning boundaries would seem old-fashionedly superfluous.

ing property is an economy. Excessive grading and 
perimeter wall construction are avoided and, as a bonus, 
two levels are provided under one roof. In this case, 
there are 1,800 square feet divided between two floors.

house: the street facade is an enormous expanse of brick

at one side. The interior plan is ideal for a family who 
prefer to live and entertain with a certain formality. 
The living-dining area extends the length and height of 
the house: the kitchen has an adjacent terrace. Set apart, 
master bedroom and bath are also on this floor. There 
are two bedrooms and the second bath upstairs; one 
bedroom leads to a porch sheltering the lower terrace. 
Bedroom corridor is a baleony which overlooks the liv- 
ing and dining spaces.

a home is a highly automatic mechanism and 


since automation is expensive, space often has to 


be sacrificed for equipment. This house in Wichita. Kan- 
sas. includes 2,000 square feet of space and considerable 


equipment. All mechanical elements have been planned 


as the heart of the house. not only from the standpoint 
of physical disposition but of function. For economy of 
plumbing. the kitchen, laundry center, hot water heater 
and back-to-back baths are grouped centrally. All major 
equipment is located in the same area for economy of wir- 
ing; the electric heating and cooling equipment is placed 
on an outside wall for air intake and exhaust. Economy 
of placement has not been at the expense of social advan- 
tage. The kitchen, the focal point of the equipment zone. 
has been organized to control and effectively serve family 
trafic. From the main entrance, it is possible to go di- 
rectly to the formal living room, the sleeping wing or 
to the kitchen, and from there to the family room without 
traversing any other space. The circulation pattern so 
imposed makes this a pleasant home for a young family

Unusual in shape. the living room circles around the island kitehen in a U,

— Kentucky. is a city of sentiment. nostalgia and 
rather curious contrasts. Blue-blooded horses too old for 
the track live in a state of grandeur that the average citizen 

were he an equine—-might well envy. and it is the theory of a 
local team of builder-brothers and a young architect that it is 
high time for the young homemaker to be put in the lead. Toss- 
ing the Kentucky-Greek-Temple tradition to the wind. they have 
built a house that is traditional only in the sense that it bows 
to an established precept of this community —good living. 
A home for young people, it is designed with respect for pa 
rental privacy and the realistic view that children are children: 
they have their own small world at the center of the house. The 
kitehen- literally an enclosed island in the living room —is 
pin-pointed to the fact that the top executive in homemaking de- 
serves the front office.

world who believe that the only dwelling extant today and 
worthy of its fantastic cost is that pile of grandeur called Ver- 
sailles. This may be. but the old palace has never seemed quite 
our idea of a comfortable haven. and this house—for all its aura 
of extravagance—-does, Large indeed (5.600 square feet). it is 
built on three levels with a long. low. very simple streetside 
facade. There the simplicity stops: the rear elevation is a dif- 
ferent matter; here, the house puts its best foot forward. and a 
stately, impressive foot it is. But for all its size, it is compactly 
arranged: living. sleeping. recreational and work areas are dis- 
tributed over its three levels logically and thoughtfully. There 
are three bedrooms. three baths. and room for three additional 
bedrooms on the lower level should they be desired. The interior. 
visually. is entrancing. with a distinguished working of masonry 
and wood paneling for all the textural value that can be had 
from it, We must add that, in its original coneept. the house was 
to be smaller. less elaborate, less lavishly equipped. and corre- 
spondingly less costly. Enthusiasm for the project got out of 
hand, and what was to have been a home built to a price became 
an elegant interpretation. (Could it be because of the architect's 
belief in the small house only as a unit of expansion? How far, 
then, and for how much, can the average house expand?) This 
paragon is a stunning home, and we hope there will be more 


than a few lucky souls able to afford its superlative performance.

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The decorator’s particular objective was to enhance, but not over- 
power, the striking architectural features (an extensive use of brick, wal- 
nut paneling and beams) of the interior. In the living room, the gold of 
the carpeting and alternating panels of gold and antique white in the dra- 
peries are a subtle complement to the terra-cotta brick and deep russet 
wood, Then, and aptly (sinee this is a house surrounded by trees), various 
mutations of green from emerald to aqua are used for accent, and the im- 
minence of the outdoors is intensified by the green lushness held in a brick 
planter between the fireplace and the three shallow step- that lead down 
to the entry.

THE HEAT PUMP 


Operating on electricity and air alone, the heat pump, a home 
heating-and-cooling unit which uses the same mechanism for both 
functions, is bringing a new concept of year-round comfort, Al- 
though it needs no space for the storing and piping of fuel, and 
allows planning flexibility. it does demand allowance for the air- 
intake and exhaust grills. The necessity of these grills will un- 
doubtedly have an effect on the architectural design of future 
homes. Here. speaking for today, are a few examples of heat pumps 


ingeniously and handsomely installed in the Electri-Living homes. 


Boom 


The heat pump works 


like a refrigerator. drawing 
heat from whatever is 
stored in it and pumping 
that heat to the outside. 
Using transfer valves, the 
heat pump can reverse it- 
self and either draw heat 
from the house or from the 
out of doors for year-round 
comfort.
